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CALIFORNIA TO VOTE 
ON QUESTION TODAY 


And It Is Expected That 
the State Department’s 
Note Will Prove an Ele- 

ment in California’s De- 
cision. . 


Washington, November 1.—(By 
the Associated .Press.)—The Amer- 
ican government made public today 
its first statement regarding the 
discussions with the Japdnese am- 
bassador concerning the proposed 
anti-alien land law to be _ voted 
upon tomorrow in California. It 
said that it was elieved the 
Japanese ambassador realized that 
no outéome of the California move- 
ment would be acceptable to the 
country-at-large that did not ac- 
cord with “existing and applicable 
provisions of law,” and with “na- 
tional instinct of justice.” 

The statement was prepared by 
Acting Secretary Davis, of the state 
department ,who declared that it 
was “in reply to inquiries and that 
the fact that it was issued on the 
eve of the California elections Was 
without political significance, It 
was understood that the principal 
object was to assure the Japaqnese 
people that their legitimate fmter- 
ests would be safeguardded, ‘ 

Mr. Davis described the discus- | 
sions with the Japanese ambassga- 
dor as being “of the most friendly 
and acndid nature,’ and also said 
that the relation of certain treaty 
provisions to the proposed Califor- 
nia measure would “doubtless prove 
an element in the state’s decision. 

Statement of Department. 

The department’s statement fol- 
lows: ? 

“The mbdvement in California to 
re~cast the statement laws affect- 
ing alien land tenure has been re- 
ceiving since its inception the close 
and igterested attention of the de- 
partment of state. The relations 
of certain treaty provisions to the 
proposed measure is being discussed 
clearly and ably in California and 
will doubtless prove an element in 
the state’s decision as to the adop- 
tion or “Tejection of the proposed 
measure. In the meantime, the de- 
partment has had numerous discus- 
sions of the most friendly and can- 
did nature with the ambassador of 
Japan and it is believed he, thor- 
oughly realizes, as we have sought 
to make clear, that no outcome of 
the California movement ‘will be 
acceptable to the country at large 
that does not accord with ‘ existing 
and applicable provisions of law 
and, what is equally important, with 
the national instinct of justice.”

Only Meager Return? 
Received and It Will Be 
some Time Before the 
Result Is Known. 


Havana, November 1.—Returns 
from approximately 100 of the 3,002 
precincts in Cuba, tabulated up to 
midnight, nine hours after the polls 
closed in the national elections, 
showed that General Jose Miguel 
Gomez, liberal, and Dr. Alfredo 
Zayas, coalition candidate, were 
running a@ close race for the presi- 
dency of the republic. 

Liberal headquarters claiméd that 
Jose Miguel] Gomez, the liberal 
nomineé, had carried Havana prov- 
ince by approximately ten thousand 
votes and was leading Alfredo 
Zayas, coalition, in two of the other 
five precincts: 

Several Persons Killed. 

Eight persons were killed in local 
clashes in the provinces during the 
elections, according to reports: here. 
Four persons were also killed last 
night. 

The followers of Gomez started a 
demonstration in Havana after the 
electoral—board had temporarily 
closed (its office, without agy. offi- 
cial returns having been received. 

Delay in reporting the result of 
the first precincts counted led to 
many sensational rumors, one of 
which was that the telegraph‘ wires 
were cut. 

The followers of Dr. Zayas were 
not discouraged by the Gomez dem- 
onstration and started one of their 
own. | 

At liberal and coalition headquar- 
ters the forces gathered in great 
numbers to celebrate, despite the 
absence of official information. 

Some of the newspapers support- 
ing one or the other of the candi- 
dates issued extras claiming the 
election, although the independent,

Delay a Mystery. 


Even Cuban liticians, accus- 
tomed to ions “felays on election 
night, were unable to explain why 
the count was so slow.

Franklin D. Roosevelt, former as- 
sistant secretary of the navy and 
democratic opponent of Governor 
Coolidge, will watch the progress of 
the struggle from his home in Hyde 
Park, N. Y. , 

Eugene V. Debs, preaideutin: can- 
didate of the socialist party, nom- 
inated to run with Seymour Sted- 
man, Chicago lawyer, wilk have the 
unusual experience of receiving re- 
turns from an election in which he 
is a candidate while ina prison 
cell. He is in the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary, where he is confined for vio- 
lation of the espionage act. While 
his party leaders hold no hope of 
capturing electoral votes, they ex- 
press conviction they will poll a 
yote two or, three times as great as 
that of 1916.

In all, 531 members of the elec- 
toral college will have to be chosen, 
and of these 266 will be required 
for election of a presidential can- 
didate.

Fight for Doubtful States. 

Interest in the last day of the 
great fight céntered in the final, des- 
perate attémpt to bring over the 
“doubtful” states with large elec- 
toral votes to deliver, or to save 
United States senators in other 
doubtful states \where the electoral 
vote is not large enough to ‘be 
indespensable. The salient example 
of states in the first category is 
Ohio. home state of two principal 
candidates, with 24 votes, while the 
outstandin’ case of the secund class 
is Nevada, with only three. 

Other states where the eleventh- 
hour stest is intense with, both 
parties sanguine of syccess, are 
Arizona, Kentucky, Maryland, New 
Mexico, Tennessee, North Carolina 
and Oklahoma. All thesé, as well 
as the Buckeye state, are claimed 
by both republicans and democrats. 

Second only in interest to the 
outeome of the voting is the sub- 
ject.

Washington, November 1.—Presi- 
dent Wilson, chief author of the 
league of nations, on which the 
country will return a “solemn ref- 
erendum” Tuesday, professes to be 
confident of the election of Gover- 

nor Cox. 
He believes, 


according to those 
close to. him, that the yoters want 
the league of nations, and_ will 
therefore cast their ballots for the 
man who sponsors it. The president 


that the country will show itself 
republigan by a large majority, but 
he .remains unconvinced, and be- 
lieves surprises are in store for 
those who have calculated the prob- 
able outcome of the election. 

To the president, the election 
means vindication or repudiation 
for him and his works. There was 
little at the white house on the eve 
of election to indicate this, how- 
ever. The president pursued his 
¢ustomary. routine, and the usual 
‘business went on in the executive 
offices. A wire will carry returns 
directly to the executive offices 
Tuesday night, and J.. P. Tumulty, 
the president’s secrétary, and other 
officials, will be there to receive 
them. The president will retire at 
the customary hour, waiting until 
later for news of the verdict that 
Means so much to him. 

Much interest has been evidenced 
as to the prodXable effect of an ad- 
verse vote on the gresident, be- 
cause of his illness. It was said 
Monday by his friends that his con- 
dition is not such as to warrant 
fears of dangerous consequences, 
should Harding be elected. Admit- 
tedly that would be a blow to him. 
But it was pointed out he has been 
subjected to many other bitter dis- 
appointments during the _ thirteen 
months of his illness. 

Deprived of Leadership. 

Whoever is elected, it will mark 
the end of the period during which 
the president has been the central 
figuke in national and perhaps /n- 
ternational politics. A victory for 
Harding wfll deprive him of influ- 
ence in world affairs, according to 
his own interpretation, and will 
leave to republicans the task of 
determining America’s position 
among the nations. A victory for 
Cox, which ethe president would 
consider an indorsement of his 
league, would none the less put the 
mantle over other shoulders and 
leave to others the work of putting 
into effect the Wilson ideas. 

Many believe the president has 
held himself up during 
months, 
by the strength of his will and the 
desperateness of his determination 
to have America enter the league. 
Since he has staked everything in 
the “referendum,” for which he is 
chiefly responsible, they look to 
him to take a decreasingly active 
part in affairs henceforth. Wheth- 
er the president would resign in 
event of Cox’s defeat can not be 
ascertained. No one at the white 
house will even discuss it.

HEALTH TALKS ||

ABSORPTION BY THE SKIN. 

From the countless number and 
variety of skin creams, alleged skin 
foods and similar concoctions ex- 
ploited by near-doctors and beau- 
ty specialists it might be imagined 
that it is possible to feed the body 
or nourish any part of it through 
the skin. 

Will the skin absorb anything 
applied or rubbed into it? If it ab- 
sorbs any medicament or food, 
what becomes of the material so 
absorbed? Is such material ever un- 
der any circumstances deposited lo- 
cally to fill out hollows, wrinkles 
or any such blemish? In short, is 
the credulous sex ? 

The skin is practically impervious 
to water and to medicine, chemi- 
cals or foods dissolved in water. 
Likewise alcohol and alcoholic so- 
lutions cannot be made to pene- 
trate the skin. Fats are absorbed in 
very limited quantity through the 
skin. If the fat is merely applied 
or kept in contact with the skin 
very little of it will be absorbed; 
but if friction is used, that is, if 
the substance is thoroughly rubbed 
in, an appreciably greater quantity 
will be absorbed.

TO CAPTURE HOUSE 


Chairman Flood Predicts 
G. O. P. Majority Will 
Be Upset—Ridicules Re- 
publican Claims. 


Washington, November 1.—Chair- 
man Flood, of the democratic na- 
tional congressional committee, is- 
sued a statement tonight reassert- 
ing his claim that the democrats 
would overturn the republican ma- 
jority in the house, and adding the 
prediction that democratic mem- 
bers would be elected in Idaho and 
Washington, as well as in the states 
previously mentioned in claims of 
gains. 

“We will hold the two democrats 
from Utah,” he added. 

Referring to the election predic- 
tion of last Sunday by Chairman 
Fess, of the republican  congres- 
sional committee, Mr. Flood said 
this was “the most glaring” of 
many “striking examples of repub- 
lican misrepresentation and _ mis- 
statement.” 

“He says the republican gain of 
twenty meribers in ceitain states 
will result from gains of ‘one mem- 
ber each in Maine, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut .dichigan and Nebras- 


ka,’” Mr. F.00d said. “Mr. Fess ap- 
parently does not know there are 
now four republican members of 
the house from Maine. Where 
would he make a gain of one mem- 
ber from that state, as he predicts? 

“Evidently he is ignorant of the 
fact that there are now six repub- 
lican members of the house from 
Nebraska. How could he gain one 
there, as he asserts. 

“Continuing his wild claim, Mr. 
Fess says the republicans will gain 
two members each from California, 
Kansas and Ohio and three mem- 
bers each from Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and New York.

BRITAIN AND MEXICO 
SETTLE BENTON CASE 


Washington, November 1.—Great 
Britain has agreed to a settlement 
of the claim against Mexico grow-. 
ing out of the killing of William 
S: Benton, a British subject, near 
Juarez on February 17, 1914. Mexi- 
co is to pay $10,000 cash to Mrs. 
Benton and a pension of $2.50 a day 
as long as Mrs. Benton remains un- 
married. 

Cunard Cummins, British repre- 
sentative .in Mexico City, on¢luded 
the agreement with the. present 
Mexican government, it was learned 
today in official circles. 

Benton, whose wife:’is a native of 
Mexico, was killed when he went to 
Francisco Villa’s headquarters to 
protest against outrages committed 
by Villistas in tne Juarez region. 
The American government was 
looking after British interests in 
Chihuahua state at the time and the 
British ambassador immediately 
asked the state department to con- 
duct a thorough investigation. 

Carranza exonerated Villa at the 
time, but American Consul Edwards 
at Juarez reported that Benton 
was killed at Villa’s headquarters, 
and this later was confirmed by 
George C. Carouthers, American 
consular agent, and for many years 
a resident of Mexico. 

It always has been understood 
here that the Benton case was one 
of the principal reasons for the re- 
fusal of the British government to 
recognize the Carranza regime,

Washingtén, November 1.—Hog

MACON PACKING PLANT 
CLASES TEMPORARILY 


300 Employees Thrown Out 
of Work When Plant - 
Is Closed. 


Macon, Ga., November 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Three hundred employees 
have been thrown out of work tem- 
porarily, at least, and possibly per- 
manently, by the closing of the plant 
of the Macon Packing company, 
whichis owned by the Allied Pack- 
ers, Inc. 

Officials of the company say the 


closing is necessary in order to 
make repairs to machinery. There 
have been reports in circulation for 
some time, however, that it was,the 
intention of the Allied Packe to 
close the Macon plant permanemrtly, 
but there has been no verification of 
this. For several months the plant 
has been out of the market for cat- 
tle and hogs, no quotations whatever 
being issued. : 

The plant of the Macon Packing 
company represents an investment 
of a million dollars. The company 
was operated for a considerable 
length of time by loca) interests, but 
about two years ago it was sold to 
the Allied Packers, Inc. Until the 
middle of last summer the plant was 
operated regularly, but since that 
time it had been run with reduced 
force. The daily capacity of the 
plant at the time it was taken over 
by the Allied Packers was 100 ad 
of cattle and 1,000 head of swine. 

This is the second large Macon 
nilant to be closed recently, the R. F. 
Willingham Corporation’s big carry- 
ing plant, employing 600 people, hav- 
ing shut down several weeks agro 
when R. F. Willingham got into fi- 
nancial difficulties.
